si-ems likely to come into general use in 
Alaska. 
Buckskin moccasins nre provided by 


many owners to keep the feet of the 
faithful little draft animals from be- 
ing worn raw on the iee and snow. They 
are about nine inches long and mncle 
much after the pattern of a child's 
stocking. 
Pack saddles nre coming 


into use this spring. 
These are so ar- 


ranged that the dogs can carry a weight 
of from ten to 20 pounds, besides draw- 
ing a sledge. The saddle bags fall on 
either side, and straps are arranged to 
prevent the pack sliding forward or 
backward. 


A Tacoma dealer has built up a large 


business in the manufacture of dog 
harness. 
The collar is made to slip 


over the dog's Ixead, obviating the ne- 
cessity- of buckling it about the an- 
imal's neck, when the driver's hands 
arc cold and numb. The collar is made 
oi leather faced with - sheeps'kin and 
stuffed with deer hair.

When the web traces become oily 
he dogs chow even thorn, and it is only 
i matter of time when the web trap- 
lings become food for the 
iines.—San Fnmcisoo Call. 


A Windo-w r!ox Flower Garden. 
A wind ow box may be a very cheap or 


a very ornf'.sive affair, .but acheapcqie, 
made* out of a packing box, will grow 
flowers just as well as a costly one made 
of tiles.. All lha.t is necessary, is some- 
thing. thnt will hold soil. 
It is not 


enough to simply nail window boxes to 
the wall; a brace should run length- 
wise of the box, and be strongly brack- 
eted at each end to furnish sxipport for 
the box. Tho' soil with which the box 
is filled shof.ld be rich; plants will not 
grow in poor earth. It is often difficult 
to get good noil in the city, but the ad- 
dition of a little lionemeal, which can 
be procured from any store where gar- 
den seeds are sold, will make a poor soil 
sufficiently rich in all elements of plant 
food to insure success. If yo-i do not 
feel able to afford fertilizer theaiseot 
soapsuds on washing clay will supple- 
ment, to a considerable extent, what- 
ever nutriment is contained in such soil 
as happens to be. available. — Ladies' 
Home Journal.

The Government is building battle 


ships to increase the effectiveness of 
the navy. These vessels, which are de- 
signed to be used exclusively for war 
purposes, are to be armored, that is, 
covered with steel plates, which are 
supposed to be impenetrable. 
There 


are two plants in the country where 
plates are manufactured, one at the 
Bethlehem and the other at the Oar- 
negie works in Pennsylvania. As the 
Government doesn't desire to have 
American war vessels armored with 
steel plates manufactured in foreign 
countries, and in that particular it is 
in accord with public sentiment, the 
armor plate manufacturers take ad- 
vantage'of the situation. They refuse 
to furnish the plate for less than $500 
per ton, and as the vessels now being 
built must be armored, and the Gov- 
ernment is under contract to furnish 
the armor when the ship builders 'ire 
ready for it, the plate manufacturers 
can exact their own terms. 


At $500 per ton the armor for ft battle 


ship costs from one to two millions of 
dollars, according to the size of the 
vessel. This is expensive, especially 
when it is taken into consideration 
that the naval vessels of to-day may be 
obsolete to-morrow as improvements 
are being constantly made in projec- 
tiles. Edison and others, who have 
given the subject attention, say in the 
next great naval battle electricity and 
dynamite will play a very important 
part. However that may be the steel 
plate manufacturers are coercing the 
Government and for the time being 
seem to be successful, owing to the 
inaction of Congress. 


The Halted States baa arsenals for 


the manufacture of 
ordnance and 


munitions of war. 
Why cannot the 


Government build factories for the 
manufacture of armor plate ns well as 
for the manufacture of guns ..and pi o- 
jeetiles ? Is it under such great obll 
gations to Carnegie that it must let 
him make a profit estimated at $200 
per ton on armor plate for vessels 
which are said to be built for tha pro- 
tection of the country ? With $240,000,' 
000 available cash lying idle in the 
treasury the 
Government can well 


afford to erect a factory for the manu- 
facture of armor plate and save to the 
people the immense profit now paid 
Carnegie. By that means p. part of the 
money lying useless in the treasury 
would be put in circulation and em- 
ployment given to many who are now 
seeking it in vain. "What if such woiks 
should cost five or ten millions of dol- 
lars ! As the Government will not re- 
deem bonds with the idle money some 
other means should be devised to get 
it in circulation and at present, while 
we are waiting for the wave of prosper- 
ity, it could be used advantageously in 
giving employment to 
workiugmeu

All others will 
turn them yellow and possibly rot the 
texture because of the free alkali they 
contain. The blue used to tint the linen 
after the last rinsing must also be of the 
be&t; stains like iron rust are caused 
by the chemical ingredients of inferior 
blue mixing with starch and producing 
iodide. Frequent rinsings in pure, cold 
water after washing and an occasional 
bleaching- upon the grass in the hot 
summer sun will render table linen 
white and sweet 
The French have a 


way of making even, an inferior quality 
of table linen look well without the aid 
of starch. 
When the napkins ore 


washed and dried and ready to be 
ironed, they are dipped into boiling 
water and partially wrung out between 
cloths. They are then rapidly ironed 
with as hot a fiatiron as possible with- 
out burning them. Treated in this man- 
ner they become beautifully glossy and 
stiff.—St. Louis Republic.

house Canyon by William H. Mills of 
tha Southern Pacific Land Department 
to investigate and report the possibili- 
ties of the Olinghouse Canyon gold 
mines, has submitted his repoit, which 
is commented upon in the Eiening Post 
in detail. 
After referring to the loca- 


tion of the mines geographically, the 
various sections, townships, elevation 
etc., and the date of discovery, he pro- 
ceeds as follows 


Tho permanoy of the mines is proble- 


matical owing to then recent discovery 
and present lack of ample facilities 
for working them. The surface indica- 
tions, however, are excellent and the 
owners of claims are 
sanguine o! 


remunerative results. A few men have 
located the entire district. The miners 
have traced the deposit to its souice in 
the porphyry belt where the mines are 
located. 
Gold values are found in the 


float rock and ore of very high grad 
has been taken from the eroppings 
The formation is a stratified porphyry 
belt about a mile wide trending north 
east and southwest und can be trace< 
from Virginia Ciiy to Pyramid Lak< 
and beyond 
Tiie porphyry varies ii 


chaiacter and several couglomerate 
are observable in tho formation. Th 
surface indications do not define 
vein or ledge and thus far in the devel 
opment there does not appear to b 
any dip in the formation. 


The strata vaiy in width, some being 


very wide. There nre no quartz ledges, 
but some o£ tho porphyry isi traversed 
by seams of fine quartz and spar, 
Specimens of this rock are crystallized 
and some of it under the microscope, 
shows fine piiiticles of quartz through- 
out. 
Tho best gold prospects 
are 


found iu these formations 
From sur- 


face indications the best values seem 
to lie in seams or pockets iu the wide 
strata and these pockets are not evenly 
distributed 


Reference is made to the various
